Lint It had, and thar the distillery "conld be
closed by Infnnetion the smine as any other
imstitution that they held was violating the
law, Accordingly nsuit was brought by an
agent of the Stite Temperanee allinnee, ashe-
lhg thint the distillery be enjoined from opu
mating,  The arguments of counsel have besn
heard by Judge Given, of the eircuit eourt,
and adecicion is auticipated this woek, The
wadn argtiment of the prosecution is to the
effeot that the state has snpreme polles power,
and acting under that power it ean close a
distillery, even thongh manufacturimg  for
eaport, it it believes that sueh exorelse of
power §s cescutinl to the publie good. The
dofense rely chilelly npon the arcument that
the state has no power to reguiate inter-state
commerce, and that the stale ean no mora
prevent the exportation of alcohol to Hilnois
than it ean the exportation of corn or hows,
It ds quictly whispered that the real movers
of this sultare tho lending distillers in the
western pool,  The International, whicls is
werhiaps e second in size (o the United
Stales, hos refused to enter tie }lrrmmll ool
and keeps on manufueturing independently.
"The pool distilleries wondd be very glad 1o
s 1L elosed, even i the resolt woere bronght
abont throngh the agency of a temperanco
alliance.

THE ANGUS RIOTS CASH,

I'nesupreme conrt, in aflirming the deeision
of the lower conrt {n the case of the Angus
riots, has followed the prineiple of the (hi-
cagocourt in the anarchists” trinl,  The de-
tendant was indieted for murder, but was
convicted of manslaughter and sentenced to
the pententiary for three years, It wnd
shown that he wis engaged in the conspirney
to kil one of the non-nnion miners who
wont to work in the Angus mines at the tuoe
of ithe strike there about two years ago. A
mob of strikews had trivd to drive the new
wen away, and after various assaults they
attacked & dwelling house, and in the meleo
one ol the inmated, Nolsp Munson, was shot
avd killed, The evidenee produced at the
trinl showed that the defendant was one of
the mob and took an active part in entering
the honse, but fatlid to show that he fired the
fatal shot.  But the conrt held “that if the de-
feadant was encaged In the conspirmey by
which the homiciae wascommitted, the wet of
homielde was binding upon him the same as if
done by himselt,”  ‘Uhls is the exaet priogl-
ple lald down in the trin) of tha anarchists,
and ita reaftirmance by the LOowa supreine
corrt will tend to strengthen its position and

AGITATING SUNDAY TAWS,

A gooil deal of talk has been brought about
Lere upon the snbjeet of Sunday law by the
action of citizens in Indianapolis and see-
tions of Iowa to have Sunday observance,
Five yenrs azo the front doors of restaurants,
where intoxieating beverages wers sold hers
to all classes and age, were open on the first
duy of the week, There was no  observation
whateyver of the holy day., A change in the
superintendeney of the police and one or two
other officers of the distreit, whose duty it 1s
10 exceute the laws, brought about a rigid en-
torcement of the authority vested in them,
A system of spies was Inaugurasted among
the police by which means all who sold
liguor on Sunday were detected, eonvicted
and punished, “I'his was followed u|‘| by a
strict attention to the Sunday law by the
police magistrates,  Besides administering
the most severg punishment, Jwdge Snel
spoke his mind upon every oceasion possible,
to the end that there should be some regard
pald to the moral atmosphers ol the com-
munity, The result was liguors were sold
very slyly. Ateaech restaurant on Sunday
morning & sentinel was  posted, who
refnsed admission to all persons who were
not known to be loval to the keeper
ot the place. This practiee coutinued amd
was serupulously and carefully followed to
its minutest detail, until agbout six months
ago, when affairs began to grow lax, Then
i number of the sentinels wers removed, aod
In portions ol the ¢ity peui\!e began o enter
through the front door and to purchase what
they wanted inthe regular wn* instead of
being served at tables in the dining room,
whore all used to go.  Sinee the confusion
among the police, the reins of the saloon-
keepers have been dropped and the voiees of
boisterous crowds can be heard  in the bar
roums on Sunday the same us on week davs.

A committes  of one bundred is being
talked of by the chiristian people of Washing-
ton, the objeet heing the enforeament of  the
Sunday liaw, and to try to make the morals of
the national eapital equal to places of Jess
pretensions.

Considerable tudk hias been ovensionod
siznnal service eireles by the establis
an independent system of meteoroiogical ob-
servitions for public and private use along
the Undon Pactlic vallroad company’s lines,
The signed service of the United States nus
detailed a leutenant to ke charge of tho
sprviee, and thirty statlons are to be estab-
lished at once. Sinee the inaneuration of
thid system n number of railrond companies

Sapposition That the Nace b of Tartar

Origin—~Fashions Which Have at
Lieast the Merit of Origl-
nality.

sturdy, docile, but withal Independent

people,  Little knowlodge 18 possessad
tfegarding the race by the publis Wl
Dall and E. W, Nolson, both of the na
tional musenm, are the only two gentle
men who have writted regarding thesoe
people, sud although both of them havs
compiled data, through the aid of inter-
protors, the information gained by this
Menans 18 very meager.  An acquaintinen
with these people, gained by & long resi
dence among thom, travel over the eoun
try between the sixtyalhicd and sevonty
first paralicls of lattitude, together with a
knowledge of their language, enablod
me to obtain an insight into their cus-
toms and manuers. In previously pub-
lished worss this race has been detnomin
ated by the word “Innuit.'” Thisnomen-
clutnre nrose from the incompotence pf
the interpretors.  The “lonuit™ means
“men,”’ peing the plueal  of  Tnnuk,
“man.” These people have no name as
o race.but designate themselves mntes,”
which, literally translated, means “'a
dweller at or upon,'” For instunee, a
native born at the village on Point Hope
(Tig-erach) is a Tigerach mute; one born
U f{uint Buarrow 15 a Noo-wuk mute, and
so on, deriving their classificatton from
tho place of nutivity, This is somewhat
simunr to our custom of saving n Now
Yorker, a pative of the Empire eity, n
Sun Franeiscan or a Dostoniun,
AN EURRONEOUS 10EA,

The popular idea prevaits that these
people resemble those living on the oast-
ern shores of the Aretic ocennand Green-
tand, but while on the Greenland side the
stuture of the natives is small, apon the
Alnskan sude numerons meastirements
taken by roe of both sexes show an aver.
nge Height in the males of tive feet eight
inehes, und in thoe females of live  feet
four inches.  There sre mnny men, snd
woman, too, especinlly ot Point Barrow
and Point tope, that measure nearly six
foet and all well proportioned,  In their
facial charvacteristies these women pare
take of the Mongolian type.  Examinn-
tion of skulls and liviog persons slhiows
the high promivent cheek bones, tite ob-
lique-shaped eye-setting, the elongated
nostrils, sod straight, coarse black hair
of the Asiatie tace, By reason of their
hardy life their limbs arve of a strong
mould., ‘The only malformation that
observed among them was o tendeney in
the knees and [io 0t to bend inward, Morve
especidally 18 this o be noticed in the
women, 1 cncumstance Loatteibnte to
thoir earrying heavy weights upon the
lower portion of the spine, while the un-
even surface of the ground forbids walk:
ing in any level manner.  Another re:-
son for this malformation 1= the length of
time these people are eonfined to  their
bonts when traveling along the eoast.
Throughout the entire coast of Alaska
and the Aleutian islands, it is rare to see
a nativeof either sex exhibitinge a pertect
carrigge.  The Aleats at the Seal islands
and Onalaska, both miles and females,
vesemble in their walk the waddie of o
duek.

PTIYSICAL STRENGTH,

Physieallv these mutes are very strong,
their powers of endurancs are great.and,
as a sequence to the sole aim of their ex-
istence, 1, ¢,, to obluin food, their powers
of observation and nenteness in hunting,
both ou land and at sen, are strongly de-
veloped. Were it not for the thick laver
of dirt covering thelr skin, the com-
plexion of these people would e almost
white. Until old nge comes on their
teeth are well shaped and sound, their
eves of a deep brown hue, bright and
sparkling  and  extremely  expressive.
Muny eases of marked good leoks can be
seen wuong them, while intelligent and
plensing manners are genevally charaeter-
istics. The family relations existing be-
tweon these pca;rlv are somewhat diflicult
to determine, This arises from the fact
that when a man tukes a wife he may
retain her as long as ho pleases, or she
may lenve him and obisin another pro
tector,  Instunces where the woman
never leaves her first protector are rare.
The eustom of ndoption by purchase or
eift isanother peculinrity amony these
people.  In common with Asiatic tribes
the desire for mude oflspring Is great, not
inany wny to perpetuate the family
name, but simply a5 n provision aeainst
old nge on the parent's part Adoption
is gemerally resorted to whon the lirst
wife has no male oflspring. In some
cases | have known men to be the pro-
tectors of two and three women, but
these are oxeoptions. When a ehild is
adopted by either o man or womnn, the
adopters have full sway over the child,
Should, however, atany future time the
adopters have o male child of their own,
it beeomesthe heir to all, to the exelusion
of the adopted one.

THE SEATUS 0F THE FAMILY.

While the mother is always the tirst to
bo consulted before any marital arranige-

The faiv sex, however, have
their shirts cuwround @l the bottoms and
wear trousers and boeots sewn in one
picce, while the men's garments are
similar  in shape to  ponchos, then
tronsers coming only to the knee,  Deer-
skin socks, with the har turned inwards,
with seal or deerskin boots, having soal
hide soles, comprise the footgear.
BEWN WITH SINEWS.

All the elothing is sewn with sinows
obtmmed fromn the deer's legs and boek
and made up into thread. Three-cornered
needles are nsed for sewing, these being
deerred the best for working npon skins,
Strips of wolf and wolverine half fringoe
the hood of the outshide shirs, whiel)
serve as o protection against the ley
blasts of the winter winds,  Upon the
back portion of the outside shirt eharms,
ns protection aguainst evil, are Secn,
These consist of the skin of an evmine, o
mink's tuil, or a crow's head and beak,
while a belt with the tall of u wolf or
wolverine dopending  at the buck serves
to confine the shirt at the walst, Coals
and trousers of the litost San Yranelseo
styles ure buing gradually itradueed by
traders among these peowle, but their
use is confined to the summer montlis
only., There is no doubt that dn couvse of
tupe ovilized clothing will be sought
aftor by these mntes, a5 tho skins which
they formerly ntitized aro disposed of in
tpade and  pricea poid that exeite their
cnpldily. Butowing to the rigor of the
wintoer season deer skincan never be en
tively displaced,
